Drar Sır —As much has been said of

Whilst public attention was devoted yes- 
terday to the different overflows alang the 
river front, by which some of the imme- 
diate neighborhoods thereof were consid- 
erably inundated, news came that the le- 
vee was about to Weak at Dr Holfiday’s 
plantation, some miles above Carrollton, 
and just below Sauve’s 

Mayor Suth and Surveyor Pilhe went 
up during the day to see about ıt They 
found the levee at Holliday’s, whichis a 
new levee, much uodermmed and in a 
very precarious condition. The levee 
had been strengthened some, by means 
of lumber left from strengthening the 
weak place at Sauve’s, and but for this, 
Dr Holliday believed the levee would 
early have given way and subjected the 
cily to thé wost sort of an innundation — 
Two hundred negroes were at work on 
the levee, strengthening ıt with such 
means as they had at hand In different 
places where the levee was weak, the wa- 
ter hadpercolated th ough in liberal quan- 
tities. 

The Sarveyor advised the Mayor to 
send up 30,000 feet of lumber, and the 
Mayor informs us that he will have this 
done to-day. 

From the city overflows, to which we 
alluded yesterday, nothing serious 18 to be 
apprehended as yet, The indentationsor 
hollows mn the levee, over which the wa- 
ter flowed were raised yesterday in most 
places by ridges of dirt, the work being 
done by the City Surveyor, under the 
resoluuion passed by the Counc- on Tues- 
day mght The overflows were at differ- 
ent different places all along the aty 
front, from the stock landing down to the 
third district. The heavy storm yesterday 
mornitg aided the overflows, paruculaity 
m the upper part of the city, a great part 
osch was for a time seriously manda- 
ted The storm over, the river resumed 
its wonted level, and the inundated Dis 
tricts were giadually relieved of the un- 
welcome floods. 

The water still ran over at several 
points last night, but ın streams so. small 
as to offer no just cause of alaim, 

We believe that the city 1s threatened 
far more by the weak levees above Car- 
rotlton than by any overflow of its own 
front.—New Orleaus Crescent, 28th.
